Sybil Carter 
They Make Most Beau- 
tiful Designs. 


NEW YORK, Feb. 28.—Among those con- 
cerned in the uplifting of dependent races 
is Miss Sybil Carter, a deaconess of the 
Episcopal Church, who for thirteen years 
has been engaged in teaching the art of 
lacemaking to the Indian women and en- 
deavoring to establish it among them as a 
permanent and profitable industry. 

Miss Carter had been serving as traveling 
secretary to thé Episcopal Board of Mis- 
sions, and in 1886 she was invited by the 
late Bishop Whipple to visit the White 
Karth Reservation, in Minnesota. She was 
deeply improssed by the idieness of the 


emogttion, but discussed with her friends 
possibility of establishing among them 
a trade which shouid bring an immediate 
yment to each woman, and should also 
ve a commercial basis of permanent sup- 
pers. The thought of lacomaking ococurred 


to her. 
She had taken a few lessons in the art, 
and, without waiting even to perfect her- 
self in its exercise, she put it to trial on 
occasion of her second visit to the-res- | 
ervation, in July, .

BUNDY MADSTONE 
CUES ANOTHER 


Clung to Wound, Caused . by 
Dogbite, Thirteen Hours 


and Drew Out Poison. 


NEWCASTLE; Ind., Feb. 28.—BE. R. Hiil- 
man, a barber of Indfanapolis, was brought 
to this city lust week to have the famous 
Bundy ‘“‘madstone’’ applied to a wound re- 
célved from a dog afflicted with the hydro- 
phobia. The wound was half an inch wide, 
one and one-half inches long, reached the 
bone, and presented a serious apearance. 
The man wes himself on the verge of hy- 
Grophobia, and the stone was applied with 
all possible haste. For thirteen hours it 
clung tenactously to the wound, and only 
released its hold when all the poison in- 
jected into the wound had been withdrawn, 
and Hillman returned to his home entirely 
safe from further danger from hydrophobia. 

This ‘“‘madstone,’’ as it is called, is one of 
few in existence in the country. Henry 
Bundy, owner of the stone, is an old man, 
and makes his home with Mr. and Mrs. 
Albert. Kendall, at No. 2108 Kast Walnut 
street, this city. 

The so-called ‘‘madstone’’ resembles a 
soft bone and haa a spongy appearance. 
It is of a light-brown color, one inch Jong, 
half an inch wide and one-fourth of an 
inch in thickness. When placed under a 
powerfy] microscope it presents a brililant 
appearance, throwing out many colors and 
bel covered with sma!l crystals. Several) 
hundred people bitten by mad dogs have 
been treated with this wonderful stone, 
and one is yet to be found who has ever 
suffered any evil cffects from the bite. 
Mr. Bundy has been in porscseton of the 
stone for 40 years, but it is only In the last 
few years that ite merits have become 
generally known. 

One of the nrost remarkable cases treatcd 
by it was that of a young man who had 
both lips nearly torn off by a dog in the 
throes of hydrophobia. The stone was §p- 

lied and for more than 60 hours _~ 3 
o the wound and drew therefrom the poi- 
son injected by the bite. 

The longest clinging record of the stone 
was in the case of an old soldier whose 
system had been thoroughly polsoned by a 
bite. The stone in this case clung for 
near! ree weeks.

She then made her home with the fam- 
fiv. and on their deperture for Indiana, 
some years later, she cut the stone in 
halves and presented Mr. Bundy with the 
piece he now has.

Trinity River Reaches the 
Highest Mark Recorded 
in 15 Years.

DALLAS, Tex., Feb. 28.—Government 
engineers in charge of river improve- 
meénts estimated at 10 o'clock last night 
that the flood in Trinity river would 
reach its height at the 80-foot mark.

This woman, Mrs. J. B. Warren, was an 
intimate friend not only of Burdick, but of 
his wife and of their friends as well. 

She came from Cleveland, where her fa- 
ther lives, and has been separated from 
her husband for some time. 

After Burdick started divorce proceedings 
against his wife, naming Pennell, an an- 
swer was filed in which a counter charge 
of unfaithfulmess was made, and Mrs. War- 
ren was named. 


Police Looking 
for a Woman. 
The social prominence and infiuence of 
the Burdicks prevented any mention of the 
scandal in the local newspapers, but the 
Cleveland papers printed Mrs. Warren's 
name when it came up in the suit, and her 
father at once came to this city and saw 
Burdick. 
He returned to Cleveland, convinced that 
the charge was baseless. 
The police expect to hear from Cleveland 
by tomorrow as to the whereabouts of Mrs. 
Warren and her recent movements. 

They are tracing with more or less suc- 
cess the movements of her husband, who 
was in Buffalo for several months a year 
ago, though nobody seems to remember 
what his occupation was.

BLIZZARD AND HEAVY 
SNOW FALL IN WEST 


A Cloudburst in Kentucky 


Flooded the Valley Between 
Two Mountains for Hours, 
Doing Heavy Damage. 


LOUISVILLE, Ky., Feb. 2.—The annual 
spring freshet, which yearly does great 
damage to railroads and crops and at 
times inflicts loss of life, has left this sea- 
son’s impress on many parts of the South, 
after tremendous two-day rains, with an 
accompaniment of high winds. 

Accidents last night and this morning di- 
rectly attributable to the elements have 
resulted in the death of nine persons and 
injury to twenty-nine. 

Three deaths, together with a long list of 
injured, were brought about by an acci- 
dent on the Southern railway early this 
morning, when ea train bound east, from 
Chattanooga, ran into a washout near Le- 
noir City, Tenn. 
Six persons were drowned while trying 
to cross the Ohio river near Hickman, Ky., 
the swift current carrying their boat into 
some driftwood, and five persons were hurt 
in a tornado which passed over Hickory 
Level, Ga., this morning. 

The damage to railroad property is large 
and the inconvenience to the public con- 
siderable. 

Cloudbursts are reportedin Kentucky and 
Tennessee, and it is feared there has been 
some loss of life in the afflicted sections. 
In Middiesboro, Ky., every house in the 
lower section of the place was flooded, and 
every merchant suffered damage to stock. 
The valley Of creek was fiooded 
for several hours from mountain to moun- 
tain. 

At Anderson, Tenn., a cloudburst carried 
away a quarter of a mile of track on the 
Nashville, Chattanooga & St. Louls Ralil- 
road. 

High water carrie€ away three bridges 
and a trestle on the Tennessee Central, 
near Crab Orchard, Tenn., and damaged 
other bridges. : 

A: steamer was blown against the South- 
ern Railway drawbridge, over the Bighbee 
river in Alabama, sending part of the 
structure to the bottom. 

Landslides occurred on the two tunnels on 
the Cincinnati Southern Railway, near Har- 
riman, Tenn. 

All streams are bankfull, the Alabama 
river rising 19 feet at Milstead, near Mont- 
gomery during the night. Flood warnings 
were sent out by the Montgomery weather 
bureau. ;

bezzlement Charge.

Bartoid reported his loss to Sheriff 
Hencken of St. Louls County and to the 
St. Louis police, then he spent Friday look- 
ing for his team among the sales stabics 
of St. Louls and Dast St. Louis. 

Then commenced his real experiences. He 
told of the chase to the Post-Dispatch in 
this way: 

Bartold Gets a 

Idne on His Team. 

“At 5 o'clock Friday. afternoon I returned 
from St. Louls and walked into my saloon 
and was told by several men gathered 
there that Rouse, a farmer of Manchester, 
who drives the Manchester mall wagon 
during the winter, had seen my two horses 
and wagon near his home at 8 o'clock Fri- 
day morning. ; 

“Rouse had driven by my place and ExX- 
ward Henry, my hostier, who lost a beer 
bucket with the wagon, had afked him 
about the team. ; 

“Rouse gave us a good description of 
the thief and the outft, with the bay horse 
hitched to the spring wagon and the grey 
following. 

“] talked over the prospective route for 
a moment with Jule Schoeubme, a friend, 
and then hurried to Edgebrook to catch 
the Kirkwood accommodation on the Mis- 
gourt Pacific. Landing at Gray's Summit 
at 8:45, I found the man had passed through 
and had let some children ride with him 
on their way to school. He was there at 
7:15 in the morning. 

“As we rode up, we demanded that the 
thiet ket out of the wagon and unload his 


things. 

-. firet thing he took out was a long 
of singie-barrel shotgun thet he laid 
on the ground and then he unloaded some 
other traps. 

“We thought he was eoting very peace- 
able and grew a little careless as we 
walked toward him, when with activity 
surprising in so old a man, he grabbed the 


peot mo mercy, and as he looked around 
he saw four revolvers leveled at him and 
slowly laid the gun down, 

“T then took the rope I had with me and 
tied his bands so securely that he could 
not get into his pockets, and after satisfy- 
ing ourselves that he had no revolvers, we 
left the other things, among which were 
several pieces of candles in his pockets. 
When he was searched at the Four Courts 
Saturdey afternoon, the candles were found 
ana candle grease was one of the clews 
in my barn. 

“I telephoned from Gray's Summit to 
City Marehal Bell of Sullivan and told him 
to look out for the men. I got Louis Riet- 
sneider to drive me to Pacific, over eight 
miles of the worst road a man ever saw, 
to catch the fast train for Buliivan. 

“Bell had heard that the thief was be- 
yond Sullivan, and he took the train I got 
off Of to go to Cuba and I came back and 
met the man, 

“From what I learned there, I was sure 
of the man. I engaged Joseph Simmeriey, 
a game lad, and we started horseback to 
catch the thief, whom I then knew to be 
an old man armed with a shotgun. 

“We missed the road, and then rode hard- 
er than ever. At 8 o'clock we sighted him, 
and near him were itwwo men walking. We 
thought we were in for ft, and would have 
to face three men. 


Looked Like a 
Tight Place. 

“The road at this place led down hill, and 
with a thick woods on one side and three 
mon in front of us, it did not look vary 
bricht. I remembered telling Simmerley’s 
mother that her boy should not get hurt. 
She had not wanted him to go. 

“We got our guns ready for action, and 


went down the hill, intending to take things 


with a rush, and see what luck we could 
have. We were going to have the team, 
and we wanted the thief and the rest of 
the party if they were implicated, and 
there was no possibility of backing out 
then and letting him go. 

“Guddenly the two men on foot drew re- 
yolvers and commnaded ‘hands up’ to the 
man in the wagon, and Simmerly said, ‘It’s 
Bell, and he’s got him.’

The guarantee com he said, are 
well enough in their way to go on the bond 
of the bookkeeper or the cashier, but what 
he wanted was an honest mind that would 
be its own guarantee, a consciencé that 
would be its own detective and a moral 
character that was in itself an automatic 
safeguard, set up within the individual. 


Integrity in Trifles. 

He spoke very slightingly of the surety 
companies, who, from time to time, set a 
detective on the track of the bookkeeper, 
take him up in the morning, put him to 
bed at night and give a report of the places 
the boy has visited, the men whom he has 
met and the amusements upon which he 
has attended. This merchant insisted that 
the surety must be an automatic surety 
that had been set up in the soul by father 
and mother and that the employer could 
be easy only when he had confidence in 
his assistants, men whom he could fully 
trust. No merchant can enjoy an outing 
at his home or a trip abroad if he has to 
toss all night upon his plilow, at night 
longing for the coming of the morning and 
at morning longing for the coming of the 
night, waiting to get word from home 
that clerks whom he cannot quite trust are 
still in their places, and that the business 
has not been oarried away bodily. 

I have never forgotten, and I am sure 
that no one else who was present has ever 
forgotten that great man’s insistence upon 
the commercial value of INTEGRITY iN 
TRIFLES. 

A thousand times during the Intervening 
years has that conversation in part, or in 
whole, returned to me. I believe that if 
that great man could return and if it were 
given to the young men of this city to sit 
down beside him and talk with him as 
a familiar friend, we would hear from him 
tnese words: 


“Make the most of yourself, young 
man, make your body strong by exer- 
cise and sleep and simple foods and the 
avoidance of stimulants. Broaden 
yourself by conversation and reading, 
each the study of human nature. 
Master the details of your business and 
above all things be true. Be true to 
yourself, be true to your duties and 
your employer. At what price shall 
a merchant estimate integrity? Its 
worth is above rubies. If a man has 
been scrupulously honest in all his 
work he can have no finer summary 
of his career than to have this said of 
him, ‘He was faithful to his every 
task.’ ?

Objections were made to the 
representatives of the tenants on the ground that they 
Precmty not practical farmers and therefore ought not to have 
been selected. The Irish farmers, however, who were 
most deeply concerned, made no objections to their rep- 
resentatives. The objections came altogether from certain 
Irish landlords and their organs in the press. 

The objects of the conference were, not to discuss Irish 
agriculture or to draft a new land bill. Its functions were 
wholly different. Its purpose was to define the lines with- 
in which the dual ownership of land might be abolished 
and simple ownership in the tenant substituted therefor 

It must not be forgotten that the interests represented 
at the conference were directly hostile and that it was a 
difficult matter to have harmonious discussion, but it 
passed off with practical unanimity and singular modera- 
tion on both sides. One thing is ‘certain, whether the 
objects of the conference succeed or fall, the conference 
itself was a splendid success. 


THE BUS OF per agit 
THE FINDINGS. : 


In reference to the report of the conference, the most im- 
portant pronouncement was contained in the clause thiat 
“the only satisfactory solution of the land question is to 
be effected by the substitution of an occupying proprietary 
in Ueu of the existing systems.”’ 

The most important question before the conference was 
reached when it came te consider the basis upon which 
sale and purchase should take place. Whiat the land- 
lords should receive and what the tenants ought to pay 
and the obligation of the state in the matter were diffi- 
cult questions to solve. The net result of the discussion 
on this matter was: 

1. That the landlords shall receive @ sum thiat, invested 
at 3 per cent, will give them their present incomes. 

2. That the tenants are to get an immediate reduction of 
15 per cent to % per cent and further ones at the end of 
each ten years. 

8. That, if needful, the treasury shall contribute such 
a sum as may be necessary to briige the gulf. 

Article 14 of the report deals with a most important 
matter, “the redistribution of the population” in the 
Province of Connaught. It deals with coggested districts 
and advocates. ‘“‘migration’’ to the fertile ‘plains and the 
enlargement of the small holdings which are utterly in- 
adequate to support the occupiers with any degree of 
comfort. 

In olosing, the conferees make the followirg significant 
statement: 


“We wish to place on record our belief that an unex- 
ampled opportunity is at the present moment afforded 
his majesty’s government of effecting a reconciliation of 
classes in Ireland upon terms which we believe involve 
no permanent increase of imperial expenditure in Ireland, 
‘and that there would be found on all sides an earnest de- 
sire to co-operate with the government in securing the 
success of thd land purchase Dill, which, by effectively 
end rapidly carrying out the principles formulated by this 
conference, would bring peace and prosperity to the 
country.”’ 


If the recommendations of the conference become effect- 
ive by an act of Parliament, a permanent and equiteble 
settlement will have been found for a baneful controversy 
that has lasted for several centuries. 

With the abolition of landlordism, the cause of the quar- 
rel between the nobility and gentry of Ireland and, the 
common people will be completely removed. 

Irish landlords, who have heretofore been considered 
England's garrison in Ireland, will have an opportunity 
of merging their careers with the rest of the people, and 
before many years have passed the unique spectacle will 
be presented of these same landlords representing Ir‘sh 
constituencies in the English Parliament, advocating the 
claims of Ireland to a national legislature in which her 
own domestic affairs can be administered by her own

Home rule will be the logical and inevitable sequence of 
}@ permanent settlement of the land question, and I make 
the prediction that it will be carried by a conservative 
ministry. Six months ago the abolition of landlordism 
seemed ‘a far more difficult undertaking for the people 
of Ireland than the attainment of home rule is now. 

A few months ago the chief secretary for Ireland— 
George Wyndham—deciared that the English government 
could not dispose of the Irish land question, but that it 
should be settled by those directly interested, the landlords 
and the tenantry of Ireland. Now that an agreement 
has been arrived at by which this question can be ami- 
cably adjusted, the onus of formulating an act ef Parlia- 
ment. to put the work of the conference in statute law 
rests with the English government. It is to be hoped 
that the latter will rise to the level of the occasion and 
put an end forever to the iniquitous system of landlord- 
ism, which has been for so long the cause of so much 
misery and biocodshed in the Emerald Isle. 

It is generally acknowledged that when Parliament 
meets in March the responsible minister of the English 
crown in Ireland will introduce a bill covering the points 
discussed by the land conference, but whether it will come 
up to national expectations remains to be seen. What 
will be the result of the abolition of the dual ownership 
of land tn Ireland? 


There is no question but that it will have a most bene- 
ficial effect on the country. It does not need a very vivid 
imagination to see Ireland under favorable conditions the 
garden spot of Europea Nature has lavishly endowed it. 
It has enormous water power in its rivers and streams, 
its soil is rich and fertile and its harbors and bays are 
unsurpassed anywhere on earth. Emigration will cease 
with the advent of new industries, and the security of 
tenure held by the occupying proprietor there will be a 
sufficient inducement for the intending emigrant to remain 
at home. 

Fifty years ago Ireland supported {n comfort and pros- 
perity a population of 9,000,000 of people and today it is 
little more than 4,000,000. Belgium, with a soil less fruit- 
ful than Ireland and barely one-third its size, has today 
& population of 6,000,000 of the happiest and most con- 
tented people in Europe, and it is not unreasonable to sup- 
pose that under favorable conditions Ireland could be the 
homie of 10,000,000 of law-abiding and progressive citizens 
fit to take their place in the enlightened march of na- 
tions and be able to hold her own in the strenuous war- 


fare of commercial life, 


OPPORTUNITY OF 

THE GOVERNMENT. 

Two weeks ago the London Dally News, fn making a 
forecast of the new land bill, stated that it would not be 
as radical as expected and this opinion is entertained by 
many far-seeing men ,in Great Britain and Ireland. If 
this turas out to be true, it will be disastrous to the cause 
of peace and order in the Green Isle. 

The English government has absolutely no excuse to of- 

fer in effecting a fin'al settlement of the Irish land ques- 
tion. The parties chiefly interested, the landlords and 
tenants, have mutually agreed upon a plan whereby the 
matter shall be definitely and finally settled, and any at- 
tempt to enact a measure that will be halting and tnsuf- 
ficient will be met by the unanimous disapproval of the 
peopie, regardless of creed or class. 
The landlords ere weary of the strife, and are anxious 
to end it and get their incomes without those drastic 
measures which have heretofore been a necessary adjunct 
of rent collecting In Ireland. The tenanta are also, ‘or ob- 
vious reasons, desirous of a settlement, and are willing to 
make large concessions in order to be rid forever of the 
incubus of landlordism. 


There never was a beiter chance presented to any English 
Statesman to make a lasting name for himself in history 
than there is offered to George Wyndham at the present 
time. Hie is the minister responsible for the government of 
Ireland, and if he can accomplish this bloodless revolution 
to the satisfaction of all concerned, he will have earned for 
himacif a niche in the temple of fame. If there is anything 
in heredity, Wyndham should be a sterling Irish patriot, as 
he is a great grandson of the famous Lord Edward Fitz- 
gerald, who was one of the master spirits of the insgurre:- 
tion of 1788, but his parliamentary Hfe so far would indicate 
that he is thoroughlv English tin feeling and sentiment. 

It would be a mistake to suppose that with the settle- 
ment of the land question Ireland will suddenly become

GAELIC LANGUAGE. 

One of the most remarkable movements of modern times 
is the present Gaelic revival in Ireland. It was 4 revela- 
tion to me. Yourg and old, rich and poor are vieing with 
each other in its study and propagation. 

Twenty-five years ago a knowledge of Gaelic was con- 
sidered a sign of illiteracy and a badge of shame; today 
it is in universal use and an acquaintance with it unites 
honor and preferment. 

The national school teachers are doing a good deal to 
help this revival. Besides attending to their duties dur- 
ing the day, teaching English and the elementary branch- 
es, they have classes at night wholly devoted to the study 
of Gaelic.. It is rather amusing, but highly suggestive, to 
gee men 50 and 6) years old attending these classes with 
all the ardor of boys. 

Irish music and dancing form a part of the program, 
and this is probably the magnet that lures the old men on. 
At regular intervals Irish concerts are held in the leading 
country towns at which valuable prizes are distributed 
and at which considerable good-natured rivalry is wit- 
nessed between the contestants. 

Galway and Clare are the banner counties in the Gaelic 
revival and Dublin !s also doing good work in that ™“ec- 
tion. No good results may accrue from this revival, but it 
ie healthy intellectual exercise and is an evidence of the 
Irishman’s love for the language and traditions of his 
fathers. 

James Garvey and Nicholas Darcy are considered the 
best Irish teachers in the west of Ireland and they have 
both very large and enthusiastio classes. As a general 
rule, nothing but Irish is spoken at these gatherings, Eng- 
lish being completely banned. 

It is no misnomer to call Ireland the Emerald Isle. Even 
now, in the middle of winter, flelds are perfectly green, 
This is prpbably due to the constant moisture that obtains 
there. In any case, whem one expects to see brown fields 
and a cheerless landscape, it is a great relief to see Dame 
Nature, decked in her summer garb, and presenting such 
a beautiful aspect. 

Some savant might learn the secret of longevity by vis- 
iting my native parish in the County Galway. I know a 
dozen men who sare considerably over 8 and one woman 
who is 9. Last October a man died there who was born 
in 1799, so that he actually lived in three centuries. His 
name was Andrew Whelan ,and_ he lived in an island on 
Lough Corrib. Martin McDonnell of Roscommon, one of 
the largest and wealthiest merchants in Ireland, still 
transacts business at the patriarchal age of 96, and he says 
he does not feel very oid. The majority of these people 
have lived the simplest kind of life, being entirely unac 
quainted with any of the luxuries of modern existence. 

The secret of their long lives ,is doubtless due to the fact 
that they worked in the epen air, In the ffelds, and had an 
equable climate all the year round. 

I attended the trial of Col. Arthur Lynch and, of course, 
the verdict was a foregone conclusion.

PLUNGED HEADLONG 


| INTO OPEN SEWEh 


George Scheller Has Narrow 
Escape From Death by 
Dangerous Fall. 


George Scheller, an employe of the Sew- 
ard Candy Co. and living at 2311 Union 
avenue, had a miraculous escape from 
death last night. About 7 
walking east on Clara avenue between the 
Suburvan line street car track, when he 
fell into an open sewer.

The task of getting the man out 
was OY No means an easy one, as the victim 
was 15 feet from ground surface and lying 
on his back in about two feet of water an 
sewa 

The rescue in itself was a very thrilling 
feature in that a human span was neces- 
ant to raise Scheller. -Mr. Johnson agreed 

> be lowered and his friend held him by 
he feet. Scheller was able to raise him- 
self sufficiently #0 that Johnson could 
reach him and Mr. Purpin was cautioned 
to pul] them up siowly. 

All ithree were pretty well exhausted 
through the undertaking and Scheller was 
in need of immediate medical attention. 
His rescuers hurried him to the Goodfellow 
Avenue Pharmacy and Dr. H. R, Hall was 
summoned. Morphine was administered 
and he was sent to the City Hospital. 

According to the residents of that neigh- 
borhood, this makes the seventh sewer vic- 
tim during the past two years. 

“We would giadly buy lumber and cover 
shat sewer, if we knew we had the power, 
said one man iast night. “It is a shame 
to permit such a death trip to exist. I do 
not know who is to blame, but a stranger 
happening to walk along the tracks at n ght 
is ifely to mect a similar fate. I feei sure 
somebody is to blame, and I think. it about 
time that something was done.” 

The sewer is 10xi2 feet, running north 


and south, and crosses the Suburban car 
tracks which run east and west. That por- 
tion of the sewer crossed by t tracks is 


crossed by railroad ties. but between the 
tracks there is nothing for protection. The 
victim of last night's accident was walking 
between the tracks and fell headiong) into 
the sewer. 

“It was pitch dark.” said Schellfr, 
I walked right into the big hole.

The Miller applause machine's machina- 
tions against convention will penetrate 
even beyond the seas. In Paris its influ- 
ence will be felt. For several centuries 
the claquer of Paris has been an institu- 
tion without which, ft is opined, the his- 
trionic art in modern Gaul would have per- 
ished. The claquer is a paid applauder. 
Plurally he is known as the claque, and his 
importance, in some theaters, is as great as 
that of the chorus. ° 

The claquer is a booster. He is scattered 
through the audience with instructions to 
applaud at certain periods in the perform- 
ance. In Paris a new play that has put 
the audience to sleep has been known to 
become a rousing success through the 
boosting of the claque. Their applause will 
not down; that is, not until the applause 
machine descends upon them, like a wolf 
on the fold. Then will ensue a siaughter 
greater than the destruction of Sennache- 
rib. Then will the claque dissolve into thin 
alr, 


And, like the crumbling fabric of a vision, 
Leave not a wrack beh'nd. 


Thus two sets of stage acce#sories here- 
tofore deemed indispensable will be elim- 
inated. The super and the claquer must go.

Invisible to the naked 
eye, their clacking needs must be audible. 
Applause, be it known, is infectious. Let 
one person in an atidience clap his hands, 
and forthwith another takes it up, and an- 
other, until the reporter writes: ‘““‘The ap- 
plause Was general.” 

With a few machines judiciously distrib- 
uted throughout the audience, to be heard 
and not seen, there is no doubt that the 
spirit of the occasion would permeate the 
audience and the “applause,” ‘“.oud ap- 
plause,’’ “long-continued applause’ would 
appear in parenthesis im next morning 8 
paper, no matter if the play or opera were 
as dead as Marley to beg:n with. 

Now it requires oné or two men to .op- 
erate an applause machine. But by apply- 
ing other inventions, why cannot the mere 
human animal be dispensed with altogetli- 
ef? By touching a button beh‘nd the stenes 
the stage carpenter or the property man 
might operate the entire battery of ap- 
plause machines ,by electricity. 

Or, better still, one machine might be 
made to do duty for the entire theater. Let 
it be located in the balcony, secreted by 
the calcium light apparatus, with pipes o- 
wires to convey the sound to various pai 
of thé house. This machine might then 
termed’ the mechanical ventriloquist, throjw- 
ing its voices up and down, out and o 
in and under, to appear in unex ec 
places and create the impression that 
sons th the audience are producing 
applause.

But 
the inventor promises to add a catcall ap- 
pliance and a whistle, 


This whistle feature, unfortunately, may 
be used by base infringers of the patent to 
defeat the true ends of the machine. It may 
be developed into a mechanical hisser. Who 
knows but that some’enemy of the stage 
may secretly install hissing machines to 
harass the actors and bring down the cur- 
tain In the middle of the third act, at the 
very moment when the heroine is about to 
be rescued from the bugz-saw by Splendid 
Sam, the sawmill hero?

A phonographic attachment 
may be added to the applause machine, to 
be talked into before the performance by 
the manager of the play or of the theater, 
and to speak Out in meeting w'th such 
welcome demands as “Speech! speech!”

They are going to set the Chinese lady 
bird on him. The lady bird is a bug. (It 
dearly loves San Jose scales. Scaly. unpai- 
atable bark eater that he is, the San Jose 
scale is still the juiclest and most delect- 
ble morsel a lady bird gan pick up. 

Within the past two years the United 
States depart'ment of agriculture decided to 
try to find a method of natural contro! of 
the peat. In consequence it Imported sev- 
eral thousand lady birds from China. The 
lady bird is a friendly little insect of the 
Chilocerus family, not d@‘ssimilar to the 
tiny, spotted beetle, to whom for many 
generations American children have thus 
addresged themselves:

‘The owners of Harris place agreed to 
permit us to build homes on lots in the ad- 
dition,’’ said Mr. Burton, ‘‘to be secured 
by second mortgage after the houses were 
completed, the price to be $10 a front foot. 
Most of the lots were of 50 feet frontage. 
Thus we'were not obliged to pay out a cent 
in advance for lots. In the ordinary build- 
ing and loan association one must own his 
lot without encumbrance before a loan 
can be secured for putting up the building. 

‘The other members of the co-operative 
company represented the following building 
branches: Architect, carpenter, mason, ex- 
cavator, plumber, mill work, painter; hard- 
ware, sheet metal, stair builder, plasterer, 
granitoid and cement walk, lumber dealer, 
etc. The plumber was also an electrician. 
Each man representing a bufiding trade 
wes a subcontractor, with men at work 
under him in various parts of the city.”’ 

It was agreed that all work should be 
done Dy union labor. 

At the next meeting of the association 
each miember submitted a price list of the 
work to be done by him, based upon the 
current rate of wages for his respective la- 
bor and the current prices of the material 
he was to furnish. 

J. W. Kennedy, the architect, drew the 
plans for the dwellings from sketches sub- 
mitted by the members, each man embody- 
ing in this sketch the kind of house he 
wanted. The plans drawn and the prices 
submitted, each member had in hand an es- 
timate of the approximate cost of his future 
home. The most modest house cost about 
$23), and the most pretentious one $550. 

When the fine spring weather came. and 
the surveyors were busy laying out the ex- 
tension of Baugh avenue, the excavator 
member began digging for the cellars and 
foundations. Already the stonemason was 
unloading his building material on the 
ground, the lumber man was sending lum- 
ber, the planing mill man was getting out 


the door and window frames and sashes. 

“at iooked as though the scheme was go- 
ing to be a success,’’ continued Mr. Bur- 
ton, “‘but still some of the leading business 
men of East St. Louis predicted its falil- 
ure. They said something like it had been 
tried before by men with some money and 
had failed, and they argued that it was im- 
possible to bufld homes without any money 
capital. 

‘But this company was composed of men 
who had made up their minds to have 
homes of their own, and we were de- 
termined to accomplish the end sought. 
We all worked together for mutual inter- 
est, and in a few months several pretty 
homes were well under way and others 
were being started. 

“It was not long until we were offered as- 
sistance in various ways hy the very men 
who had been afraid to do business with us 
and had predicted failure when we began. 
But now we were as independent as they, 
We did not need their assistance. 


“At a subsequent meeting of the associa- 
tion it was decided to improve the street, 
put in gas mains and electric lights, sew- 
ers, etc., and this work was all done by 
our association, so that today the four 
beautiful block-fronts of homes from Four- 
teenth to Stxteenth street on Baugh ave- 
nue fully attest our success. Each house 
is supplied with incandescent e’ectric lights, 
City water is brought through mains that 
supply each house. There are bath rooms 
and all modern improvements. Our lawns 
are improved, young shade _ trees having 
been set out and flower beds made. 

“The 14 houses were completed in 12 
months. There is not a prettier group of 
dwellings in East St. Louis. 

‘‘Now, how did we do it? Well, you must 
remember that each of us was either a 
sub-contractor in some bullding lMne or a 
dealer in building materials. The painter, 
for instance, had men working under him 
on other jobs. When work was slack on 
those jobe he put his men at work on our 
co-operative houses and used the material 
he had in stock for the work. Of course

‘“Whenall wag finished, our bills for the 
various branches of the work were made up 
sand compared. Some of us owed several of 
the others in varying sums. [For instance, 
my carpentry work on a certain house 
amounted to more than the plastering work 
work on my house. The plasterer, therefore, 
owed me the difference. So with all the 
work. We gave due bills to each other for 
the differénce, and when the houses were 
completed we easily secured loans to pay 
off all these accounts with each other. 
This was on first mortgage; and, as stated 
before, the owners of the ground took a 
second mortgage, to insure payment for the 
building lots.’’

Other crops may fail; frequently they do fail in Kansas. Corn wibers up in the 
hot blasts from the Texas Panhandle. Wheat freezes out or is stunted troa -‘eck 
of moisture. Oats sometimes grow so thin that one can walk through a field with- 
out stepping on a stem. It is all a matter of season in Kansas. If the season has 
plenty of rainfall the crops are good. If there is a drouth—and in Kansas the 
drouth may be expected once in every three of four years—-the crops are failures. 

But alfalfa—that’s another story. Alfalfa is tlw salvation of Kansas. Alfalfa 
grows when other things fail. It works while others sleep. It flourishes while 
others fade. It has a sort of “You-can’t-lose-me-Charley” way about it. That’s 
alfalfa. 

“Lord” Scully knows this. He is a scientific farmer. For at least 70 of his 
80 years on earth he has studied farming. As a boy in the Irish bogs and potato 
patches he emulated the man wjth bre hoe; not from necessity, but from love of 
the work.

“On some of the mountain ranges of the 
arid portion of the United States there is 
a lower limtt of tree growth, the position of 
which is determined In the main by insuf- 
ficient moisture, and locally by soll condi- 
tions, including the presence of alkali, hot 
wincs, forest fires, exposure to the sun, etc. 
This may be termed the ‘dry timber-line.’ 
Pelow it are treeless, grass-covered plains 
and valleys. On the mountains of central 
Idaho, the cold timber-line is sharply 
drawn at an elevation of about 10,000 feet, 
while the dry timber-line, equally well de- 
fined, has an elevation of about 7000 feet; 
between the two there ts a belt of foresi 
trees which encircles the mountains. In 
southeastern Oregon.

High priest of ten Chicago: tabernacles, 

Owner of a $50,000 cottage on the shores of 
Lake Michigan. 

Accepted by his followers as a divine 
healer, restorer and messenger of the Cov- 
enant and reincarnation .of the prophet 
El'jah. 

All this in nine years. 

Now, having attacked and made his way

Who is John Alexander Dowie, and how 
does he manage men? 

Dowie is a big man, nearly six feet tall, 
weighing 180 pounds;' he is bald; he has a 
long white beard; he has a thin, high, stri- 
dent voice; he has little education, as is 
proved by his inelegant *speech and 
great show’of Greek roots; and in his ser- 
mons he applies freely the most question- 
able epithets to those whom he dencunces, 

His influence over his people is absolutely 
unexplainable.

“A Trip to the World's Fair” was in- 
vented by Mrs. Samuel Lazarus of 4434 
West Pine boulevard. A few weeks ago 
Miss Orlena Head, a beautiful girl from 
Sherman, Tex., was visiting M'‘ss -Henri- 
etta Lazarus. The young hostess desired 
to give a party in honor of her guest, and 


Mrs. Lazarus was called upon. to devise 
ideas of @ntertalnment. Among the ideas 
contributed by her was “A Trip to the 


World's Fair,"’ which she devised and exe- 
cuted, mak'ng a coloted drawing of the 
diagram ona big sheet of cardboard. 
Miss Head won the game the first time ii 
was played. It required just 20 minutes 
for her to go through the World's Fair, 
sceing ail the sights. The game proved so 
amusing and #0 entertaining that all the 
young people voted {t a success, and Mrs. 
Lazarus Was congratulated upon adding a 
bright new idea to the city’s wealth of en- 


\- tertainment. 


The young people who attended the par- 
ty told their friends ofthe néw game, and 
many inqutiries have been received con- 
cerning it. 

By playing this @ame vou can go through 
the World's Fair without waiting for the 
Rates to open In 1904, and without actually 
paying the 36 cents admission. 


You can see all the sights of the Skinker 
road midway, visit the grand palaces of 
the mafn picture, sail upon the lagoons, 


climb Art Hill, stop at the atate and for- 
eign bulldings, watch the Fillpinos frolic, 
witness the driiling of the soldiers and see 
everything connected with the fair, in 119 
successive stages. 

As you go all through in twenty minutes 
or so, unless you have the bad luck to get 
sent back to the entrance by making im- 
proper etops, the trip will not fatigue you 
in the least, and if you start through with 
persons who have mishaps there will be 
fun enough to make you desire another 


trip. 
The game is played by from two to four 
persons. If four are in the game they 


may “play partners,’ if they choose. The 
winner is the one who goes from entrance 
to exit in the shortest space of time. 

A twirler is mounted on a circular disk 
with five numbered points and one blank. 
Hach player is provided with a counter or 
“man,”’ to move. 

At the start each must twirl the pointer 
until it stops at 5. This means §&O cents, 
the price of admission, and _ the player 
places his counter on the disk marked 
“Gate Fntrance.” When it again comes his 
turn to twirl, he moves forward the num- 
ber of points indicuted; if the pointer stops 
at. the blank place he gets no move. 

The stations printed in blue are lucky; 
those in red, unlucky. If a player's first 
throw after obtaining admisston, for in 
stance, is four, he must move to the police 
station, where it is raining. and must go 
back to’ the gate to get out of the rain. 
If a twirl sends him to No. 9, which ifs a 
representation of the Alps (in Skinker 
road), he finds a cool day and pleasant 
weather, #0 he takes two spins, otherwise 
twirla, and thus goes forward. 

No, 12, which is marked ‘‘Exit,”’ is mere- 
“iy the éxit of Skinker road, the ‘‘midway’”’ 
of the Fair, which is the first thing to be 
seen on this trip. Mr. Lazarus, in invent- 
ing the game, took it for granted that 
most people would make for the midway 
the first thing. Passing from Skinker road, 
if the player survives its scenes, he goes 
first through the terrace of the states, vis- 
iting the building of each commonwealth 
and the magnificent Fine Arts palace. If 
he has the good luck te stop at No, 20, 
which is Florida, where walking is fine, 
he has thé privilege of taking a walk to 
No. 51, the Burns Cottage. This advances 
him 31 stages in his trip. Of course, he 
misses seeing some of the features of the 
Fair, but he is that much nearer to the 
exit and the winning of the game. 

If the player stops in Virginia he gets to 
take the wheel chair to Canada, and if the 


twirler puts him in Nebraska, where the 


air is chilly, he can board the gondola on 
the lagoon and go dowh to Mississippi to 
get warm. When the visitor finds ahim- 
self in Texas, No. 49, h@ can take the au- 
tomobile and ride to thé Varted Industrtes’ 
building, ten points forward.
